IIUI1, will go down in history as the 
year of big building operations in 
Ada. Substantial residences have gone 
up in all parts of the city with the 
rapidity of mushrooms, a number of 
business houses have already been 
built or under construction, and now 
comes more evidence of continued 
progress and development that should 
be a matter of pride to all citizens 
of Ada. 
The latest building enterprise con­ 
templates filling in the vacant cor­ 
ner of East Main and 
Rennie, 
op­ 
posite the Harris hotel, embracing five 
lots. Sometime ago a number of local 
hustling town builders organized and 
incorporated* the Ada Building and In­ 
vestment Po., and that they meant 
real business when they effected the 
organization, is evidenced by the fact 
that they have advertised for bids for 
a modern, commodious and handsome 
business structure to be erected im­ 
mediately. 
The dimensions of this building will 
be 50x140, and two stories in height. 
The first floor is so arranged that it 
can be utilized for either one or sev­ 
eral 
mercantile establishments, all 
of which will have up-to-date, attrac­ 
tive fronts and display windows. The 
second floor will be utilized either for 
offices, or may be converted into large 
areas for lodge rooms, or other de­ 
sirable occupancy, there being a large 
space set apart at the 
rear of the 
building on this floor with high ceil­ 
ing free of any bearing posts, col­ 
umns or other obstructions. 
The News is also pleased to learn 
that the 75 feet intervening between 
this building and the next one on the 
west, will also at once be utilized for 
buildings, 50 feet by the Hope-Jones 
building, and 25 by one 
for 
H. 
T. 
‘Douglas. These buildings will’follow 
the general lines of the corner St nm* 
lure, making an impressive 125 foot 
front of new and attractive property, 
and thus completing the block facing 
'Main street from Broadway to Renn4e. 
Altogether these building operations 
will represent an outlay of about $25- 
000, and proves conclusively that men 
who have money to invest have abso­ 
lute confidence in* the future solid 
growth of Ada as the commercial me­ 
tropolis of South Central Oklahoma. 
Mr. E. J. Peters of Shawnee and 
Ada, who handled the Geo. Frierson 
residence, the remodeling of the Nor­ 
ris house, and other buildings of Ada 
is the architect of the present block. 
All of these buildings will be of re­ 
inforced concrete. 
The fact that the 
owners have decided upon the use of 
cement for their structures, is anoth­ 
er evidence of the great value to Ada 
of that industry of w’taich the city is 
so justly proud, the Oklahoma Port­ 
land Cement Cc., whose product will 
he used in all parts of the work. It is 
a noteworthy feature of these build­ 
ings that no foreign material will be 
incorporated for the sake of attract­ 
iveness, 
it 
being 
considered 
un­ 
necessary since it has been conclus­ 
ively demonstrated that cement, aside 
from its wonderful properties for util­ 
ity, can be used for the most elabor­ 
ate ornamental w’ork.

Rockefeller has been imposed upon 
by Cleveland’s quadrennial board of 
appraisers which has ruthlessly in­ 
creased the valuation on his home 
property which covers 236.30 acres in 
East Cleveland, according to his own 
admission today in an appeal to the 
state tax commission. The Standard 
Oil mage ate himself signed the re­ 
quest to the state commission asking 
that the bod* !o,rc‘r tho assessed val­ 
uation of his leal property and set a 
time for a hearing. 
The quadrennial appraisers raised 
j the valuation of the Rockefeller prop- 
| erty from $530,380 to $45,843. 


Editor of the Evening News: 
In order that the public may not be 
mis-informed relative to the proposed 
park proposition, I desire to say, it 
was only upon the earnest solicitation 
of a number of citizens, among whom 
were some of the best that live in 
Ada, that the proposition was finally 
consented to by Mr. Ebey. 
The price made of $6,250 cash or $7- 
()°0 in bonds for the plat of ground 
617 feet by 320 feet, and equal to a 
price ot $5>0 per lot, which is almost 
half less than property is selling for 
in the block north. 
There are 72 fifty-foot lots and six 
tractional lots in the addition; the 
projK)sed park site contains 24 and 2 
fractional lots, or one-third of the 
entire addition, which entire addi­ 
tion addition if sold at $250 aer lot 
would brins 118.759. 
AA hen asked to make a price, Mr. 
Ebey named the lowest price that he 
was permitted to sell under his con­ 
tract, which is $250 per lot (a lot be­ 
ing 50 fe,et by 140 ft.) Mr. Ebey ex­ 
pected this proposed 
park 
site 
to 
bring $9,000 if sold to individuals, and 
his price of $6,250 is the lowest that 
the property can be sold for under 
his contract with Mr. Fbrd, and I 
trust that this brief statement will 
place the proposition fairly before the 
public, so far as it relates to the own­ 
er, Mr. Ebey. 
It would be well for the citizens of 
Ada to consider before passing up 
this park proposition, for park sites 
as near in and as beautifully located 
as this park will in a very few years 
be very hard to obtain, and further, 
] we are of the opinion that the West 
' Side park. which has so badly been 
neglected should be furnished with 
a water pipe from tne mains and an 
abundance of water supplied that thf 
park may be beautified, and having 
one park on the east side and one on 
the west, would be a fair division of 
park ptTvileges between the citizens 
of the town. 
I only suggest that as I have heard 
some few* citizens expressing an opin­ 
ion abouts the profit that Mr. Ebey 
might be making upon this park site, 
and hating seen Mr. Ebey’s contract 
with Mr. Ford, and knowing that he 
has placed the price as low* as it can 
be placed under his contract, »I feel 
that it is nothing hut justice to him 
that the public might know* his posi­ 
tion in this mater, and knowing that 
Mr. Ebey had rather sell this park 
site out in lots to private individuals 
Which would sow him much better 
profit than to sell to the city at the 
price named.

SAYS FEDERAL EOI’KT 
Guthrie, Okla., Oct. 
ll.—'Holding 
that there was no longer any Swan­ 
son county, Judge Jno. H. Cotteral in 
the United States circuit court here 
today refused to take jurisdiction in 
the case brought by the Dorsey Print­ 
ing company of Dallas to prevent the 
dissolution of the county. The com­ 
pany had sold a large amount of sup­ 
plies to the officers of the county for 
the payment of which warrants were

outstanding, and brought this suit to 
prevent 
the 
county 
officials 
from 
turning over their offices to the offi­ 
cials of Kiowa or Comanche coun­ 
ties, on the ground that such action 
would make it impossible to collect 
the money due it. 
The suit was backed by the Swan­ 
son county supporters and was their 
last effort to prevent the dissolution 
of the county. The district court and 
the supreme court of the state had 
already ordered its 
dissolution 
and 
the supreme court of United States 
had refused to entertain jurisdiction. 
It is believed that an amicable set­ 
tlement of the difficulties can now 
be effected as the Swanson county of­ 
ficials, who have continued to hold on 
to their offices in spite of the decis­ 
ion of the state courts, are left en­ 
tirely without backing.

FEDERAL JUDGE KXM KS 
OUT GRADUATED LAM) TAX 
Guthrie, Okla., Oct. ll.—Judge John 
H. ( otteral in the I nited States cir­ 
cuit court here today 
declared 
the 
graduated land tax act, passed by the 
first state legislature, to be in con­ 
flict with the constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States and therefore void. He ac­ 
cordingly made permanent injunction 
against the enforcement of the law 
granted some time ago at the request 
of George AV. Gale, a non-resident of 
the state, who declared that he was 
being deprived of his property under 
that act without aue process of law. 
The act imposed a special tax on 
all holdings of land in excess of 320 
acres, whether by lease or purchase, 
increasing very rapidly as the hold­ 
ings increased until it became abso­ 
lutely confiscatory for large holdings. 
AU land owners were given a stipu­ 
lated time to reduce their holdings to 
the limits prescribed or pay the tax 
imposed.

now 
president of the People’s Power lea­ 
gue.
